I. INTRODUCTION 

The Philippine Center on Transnational Crime (PCTC) was established by virtue of 
Executive Order No. 62 and 100 series of 1999 to formulate and implement a concerted 
program of action of all law enforcement, intelligence and other government agencies for 
the prevention and control of large-scale crimes, such as illicit trafficking of narcotic drugs 
and psychotropic substances, money laundering, terrorism, arms smuggling, trafficking in 
persons, piracy, and other crimes that have an impact on the stability and security of the 
country. 

The PCTC undertakes the following powers and functions: 

• to supervise and control conduct of anti-transnational crime operations of all 
government agencies and instrumentalities; 

• to establish a central database on national as well as international legislation 
and jurisprudence on transnational crime, with the end in view of 
recommending measures to strengthen responses and provide immediate 
intervention for the prevention, detection and apprehension of criminals 
operating in the country; 

• to establish a center for strategic research on the structure and dynamics of 
transnational organized crime in all its forms, predict trends and analyze 
relationships of given factors for the formulation of individual and collective 
strategies for the prevention and detection of transnational organized crime and 
for the apprehension of criminal elements involved; 

• to design programmes and projects aimed at enhancing national capacity¬ 
building in combating transnational crime, as well as supporting the related 
programmes and projects of other ASEAN and international centers; 

• to explore and coordinate information exchanges and training with other 
government agencies, foreign countries and international organizations involved 
in the combat against transnational crime; 

• to select personnel from within the NAPOLCOM, PNP and other government 
agencies for detail with the PCTC; 

• to enlist the assistance of any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the government, including government-owned or controlled 
corporations, to carry out its functions, including the use of their respective 
personnel, facilities and resources; and 

• to perform such functions and carry out such activities as may be directed by 
the President.

During the period of 31 st ASEAN Summit, 
the passport number A4145827 and A4145727 generated hits 
against INTERPOL SLTD databases and were recorded as 
STOLEN BLANK. They were separately presented by a certain 
ABDULRAZZAQ f/n MOHAMMED ABDULWAHHAB. Information 
received from NCB BAGHDAD revealed that said passports are considered as 
inactive and were stolen by ISIS from Al Anbar province in 2015.

The workshop aims to provide participants with the best practice techniques for 
the identification of priority biological samples, collection of evidence from a biologically 
contaminated crime scene and boarder screening, and the requirements of laboratory 
transport. 

The overview of the mission and activities of Interpol CBRNE and vulnerable targets sub¬ 
directorate, the impact and challenges of the biological incident; the response process 
during a natural or deliberate case and some characteristics of select biological agents, 
differences to responding to chemical and the challenges of biological crime scenes were 
presented and discussed. 
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Participants also did a biological agents group activity per country, where each group were 
given a pathogen /toxin, and explain the method of acquiring, producing and delivering 
this agent, as well as the advantages and disadvantages of the investigation.
